Always The Taint Of Politics 


XTEWSPAPEKS of the better type ever since Secretary ^y^ 
-LN Mellon fii'st put his tax reduction plan before Con- ^'rtist^ 
gress and the country, have consistently tried to keep and 
the whole issue out of the rut of partisan politics, both 
in their own discussion and in Washington legislative 
circles. 


That they have failed of success is apparent. Papers 


of the Democratic and Independent Democratic persua- 
sion have been quite as staunch in their defense of the 
Mellon plan as the most rabid partisan Republican 
papers. But the average congressman seems incapable 
of lifting in his o^n mind any issue above the political 
mire. In this respect both Democratic and Republican 
papers stand on a higher plain than our representatives 
in Washington.

Tuesday's issue of The Baltimore Sun. an Independent 
Democratic paper which is carefully and ably edited.

"It must be obvious to anyone." says The Sun. "who 


has followed closely events at Washington that the pros- 
pects of tax reduction are being seriously jeopardized by 
politics."

lic his plan of tax revision he v,as met with an immediate 
and favorable public response. 
Here, at Jast, ^as set
